how to direct and regulate the whole tenor of their lives. For 
ſuch as have ſet out in this way of life, thoſe, and thoſe alone, 
have been truly able to arrive at Virtue; than which, no poſſeſſion 
is more honourable or more laſting: For Time ſure hath conſumed 
Beauty, or fickneſs deflowered. it; and Wealth is too oft the mini- 
ſter of Vice rather than of Virtue ; furniſhing the means of idle- 
neſs, and alluring youth to pleaſure. Strength, indeed, accom-

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often been the, ruin of its poſſeſſors. It has indeed graced the 
limbs of a Wreſtler; but at the ſame time it has enſavaged the 
mind, and thrown a cloud over the careful regards of the ſoul. 
But che breaſt that poſſeſſes Virtue, and in which it has been cul- 


tivated from infancy unmixed and pure, will ſtill continue to poſ- 


ſeſs it, with enoreaſe of glory and happineſs, to the latg moment. 


It is a good more profitable than riches; more excellent and uſeful 


than nobility; making what is impoſſible to others, natural and 
eaſy to its poſſeſſors. What alarms and terrifies the croud, it ſuſ- 
tains with intrepidity and courage; deeming idleneſs a diſgrace, - 


_ but labour an honour. This is eaſy to collect, as well from the 


labours of Hercules, as from the heroic deeds of Theſeus; on whoſe 
achievements the probity of their manners ſtamped ſuch an indelible 
mark of glory, that not even Time itſelf ſhall. be able to draw 
oblivion over their magnanimity and virtues. And further, by re- 
flecting on your Father's courſe of life, you will have a domeſtic 
and fair example of thoſe. excellencies I have mentioned above: 
For he paſſed thro' life, neither diſregardful of Virtue, nor prone 


8 Indolence ; ; but inur'd his body to labour, and ſteeled his nerves

that juſtly deſerves eſteem and admiration. For as we obferve 
the Bee lighting ſucceſſively on every fragrant bloſſom, and extract- 
ing ſweets from each, ſo does it behove alſo thoſe, who are deſi- 
rous of learning, to be ignorant of nothing in their power to 
know; but to collect whatever may be uſeful from every quarter.
